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oEEKS 10 IMPROVE
WAREHOUSE SYSTEM

Manning Plans to Urge Some
Changes in Law to Safe-
guard Receipts.

Speaking last night of the open-
ing session of the jolut meeting of
tie conference for the common
good and the South Caroline Con-
ference of Charitles and Corrections,
Gov. Manning discussed from the
standpolnt of the farmer the prob-
lem of marketing the cotton erop of
1915. Viewed as a whole, he sald,
he thought that the situation In
which cotton planters, found them-
selves this year was distinctly en-
couraging. The cost of production of
cotton had been cut, great quantities
of foodstuffs had been raised at home
and the people had economized. Gov.
Manning sald that in view of these
fucts, if the farmers had only this
season's crop of cotton Lo market,
they would have nothing to worry
about. However, the fact that a large
part of last year's crop was still un-
sold ccmplicated the altuation decld-
cily. The governor .gald that he be-
lieved that proper system of ware-
housing the cotton raized this season,
cooperation hetween the merchants,
bankers and farmers and the federal
reserve banking system would save
the day provided farmérs sold their
cotton with the greatest care. "In
order to'get farmers and others to
wareliouse cotton and no! throw it on
the market regardleas of price,” said
the governor, “it Is essential to have
warchouses, to have low rates of In-
surance and to have g low rate of in-
terest on colton loans.”

he Warehonge System.

Aslde from Its able treatment of
the marketing problem, Gov. Man-
ning's address Iast night was chiefly
fmportant because in the outlined
improvements he intended to ask the
next general assembly to make in the
present State cotton warehouses sys-
tem, all of which he belleved would
tend to safeguard the value of ware-
house receipts as ccllateral.

“I am in favor of o state system of
warehousing cotton,” said Gov. Man-
ning. “However, | Intend to recom-
mend to the next general asscimnbiy
certain changes in oar present slate
egystem which 1 believe will safeguard
our warehoyse receipts. The changes
in the system whulch I intend to ree-
omend arc: First, that managera ol
the warchouses In the state system be
disinteresied parties, nelther owners
of the warchouses nor of cotten
stored in themn; second, that cotton in
warchouses in -the state system, be
graded by an official grader; third.
that the state warehouse commisalon,
nave Inspectors and welghers to visit
the warehouses In the slute system
and check up the number of bales In
them, the welght of tha bales and
the prades of cotton to see if these
are a3 represented in the state waro-
hous receipts.

“If th recelpt for cotton ware-
housed under the atate system repre-
sents tihe wvalue given on its face. 1
belleve that it will be eagerly sought
and readily accepted security for
loans,” declared Gov. Manning.

Knows the Subjeet.

In his address last night, the gov-
ernor showed an intimate knowledge
of the problems connected with grow-

ing and financing the cotton ecrop.

This was to be expected as he ‘is a
farmer and before becoming governor
was also a banker,

Gov. Manning said that if he were
ina poait!on to make rules to govern
cotton planters in marketing tals sen-
son's cron lie would provide tiat no
cotton was to be sold helow the cost
I the whole crop
was to be sold slowly, that none of it
was to be ‘sold until the price reachad
the cost of pioduction or just over it
and, that thée marketing of cotton by
fndividuals take place only as ‘their |
delits made it necessary.

Gov. Manning declared that when
the federal reaerve banks or banks
in the norta lent money at 4 per cent,
to the banks in" the' totton belt, the
Jast named banks should lend It to
farmers on cotton warchouse receipts
